This  forms  practically  the  business  part  of  the 
town,  and  on  looking  down  from  the  top  of  the  hill 
towards  the  South,  appears  most  picturesque. 

Many  alterations  have  taken  place  the  last  few 
years ; newly-built  shops  have  given  the  High  Street 
the  appearance  of  a modern  marketing  thoroughfare 
without  taking  away  any  of  its  old  picturesqueness. 
On  the  West  side  is  the  Working  Men’s  Institute, 
built  in  1886,  and  presented  to  the  town  by  the  late 
Mr.  J.  Stewart  Hodgson. 

Another  interesting  building  in  the  High  Street 
is  the  Town  House,  in  which  the  veteran  artist 
J.  W.  Whymper  has  lived  for  over  forty  years.

Wegner’s  Wells. 


This  interesting  spot  is  situated  a little  to  the 
south-west  of  the  village  of  Grayshott,  and  is  a 
lovely  and  sequestered  glen.  The  wells,  or,  more 
accurately,  the  small  lakes  to  which  this  name  has 
been  given,  nestle  at  the  foot  of  thickly-wooded 
hills  with  rich  and  varied  foliage  to  the  water’s  edge. 
This  is  an  ideal  spot  for  a picnic.  Here  Tennyson 
often  wandered  when  residing  at  Grayshott,  and  here 
it  was  he  wrote  the  lines — “ Flower  in  the  Crannied 
Wall.”

Shepherd’s 

Hill. 


This  forms  the  Haslemere  end  of  the  Midhurst 
and  Chichester  Roads,  and  is  due  south  of  the  town. 
It  is  a most  favourite  spot  for  artists,  and  deservedly 
so,  from  its  steep  and  picturesque  appearance.  On 
Shepherd’s  Hill  is  the  recently  built  and  admirably 
planned  Cottage  Hospital  presented  to  the  town  by 
Mr,  J.  W.  Penfold  and  his  family.

“ Nothing  prettier  or  more  picturesque  exists  in 
England  south  of  the  Peak  or  east  of  the  Wilds  of 
Dartmoor,”  is  the  expression  of  opinion  by  the  late 
Grant  Allen  of  this  lovely  district  of  which  Hasle- 
mere  is  the  commencement. 

This  truth  has  been  recognised  by  a large  propor- 
tion of  visitors,  and  the  result  is  that  these  Surrey 
Highlands,  until  recent  years  quite  unknown,  have 
become  as  popular  a holiday  resort  as  many  seaside 
places.

Sailor's  Stone. 


The  picture  opposite  explains  itself,  but  is  such 
a well-known  monument  in  the  district  that  this 
work  would  be  incomplete  without  it.  Situated  at 
the  top  of  Hindhead  on  the  Guildford  road,  about 
two  miles  from  Haslemere,  this  Stone  forms  a 
favourite  object  for  a walk  for  many  visitors  to  the 
district. 

Whatever  may  be  one’s  private  views  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  commemorating  such  gruesome  events  as 
the  monument  describes,  the  evidence  of  the  ab- 
horrence of  a barbarous  crime  is  well  shown  by  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  this  Stone  in  a state  oi 
preservation,  the  duty  being  voluntarily  undertaken 
by  the  Stillwell’s  of  Mousehill.

Shotter  Mill 
Pond. 


No  visitor  to  Haslemere  should  fail  to  include 
amongst  his  rambles  a trip  to  Liphook-um  Shotter  Mill. 
The  pedestrian  or  cyclist  will  be  well  rewarded  for 
his  pains.  Charming  rural  scenery  meets  the  eye, 
beautifully  wooded  are  the  surroundings  of  Mill  Pond, 
so  silent  and  still  in  the  valley.  Close  to  Shotter  Mill 
is  the  Cottage  Brookbank,  with  its  gabled  roof  and 
lattice  windows,  which  was  the  home  of  George 
Elliott  whilst  writing  “ Middlemarch.”

Tennyson’s 

Lane. 


Leaving  Haslemere  by  East  Street  a short  v^'^alk 
brings  one  to  a gate  opening  into  Tennyson’s  Lane. 
This  delightful  lane  which  winds  up  the  hill  to  the 
left,  is  overarched  almost  all  the  way  with  trees,  until 
it  opens  out  on  to  Blackdown.  When  you  reach  the 
crest  of  the  hill  a grand  view  is  obtained  over  the 
Wealds  of  Surrey  and  Sussex,  and  the  whole  country 
between  the  North  and  South  Downs  lies  stretched 
before  the  vision. 
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Aldworth  House. 


On  the  north  side  of  Blackdown  a private  road 
leads  you  to  Aldworth,  the  residence  of  the  late  Lord 
Tennyson.  Here  in  this  lovely  spot  Tennyson  built 
himself  a house  where  he  might  reside  unmolested 
by  the  prying  eyes  of  the  “ lion  hunters.”  The 
house  was  erected  in  1867  from  designs  by  James 
Knowles,  editor  of  “The  Nineteenth  Century.”  On 
the  study  chimneypiece  are  carved  Tennyson’s  six 
favourite  poets—  Chaucer,  Shakespeare,  Milton, 
Dante,  Wordsworth  and  Goethe.  Tennyson  died 
here  in  1892. 
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
